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CURBSIDE COLLECTION SERVICES 
SETTING OUT YOUR WASTE 


Place your garbage, recyclables, yard waste and 
organics at the curb no later than 7 a.m. on your 
scheduled collection day, but no earlier than 7 p.m.

side of the driveway and garbage on the opposite side,

THREE BAG STANDARD PROGRAM 


e Peel households may place up to three garbage bags,

Bags or containers over the three bag limit, without 
tags, will not be collected

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APARTMENT COLLECTION SERVICES 


The Region of Peel provides waste collection and recycling 
services for more than 80,000 multi-residential units across Peel. 


You should be aware recycling is mandatory for all residents 
living in apartments, condominiums, co-operative housing, 
townhome complexes and other multi-family units. 


Currently, waste diversion rates in multi-residential units 
are lower than those observed in single-family households. 
Single-family households recycle 30 per cent of the waste 
they generate, while multi-residential units recycle only 

10 per cent of their waste. 


Helping you to increase the amount you recycle is a 
priority! Over the next year we will provide you with the 
information, tools and the encouragement you need to 
further reduce the waste you generate. We will also be 
working with your property manager to improve your 
recycling system. 


This guide contains valuable information on waste reduction 
opportunities and programs that are available to you.
